Receiving  Your  Plants 

When  receiving  plants  from  us  that  are  either  potted  or 
the  roots  wrapped  in  paper,  do  not  remove  the  paper  or 
take  the  plant  out  of  the  pot  immediately  for  planting.  Give 
the  roots  and  the  soil  a good  soaking  first.  Do  not  be  afraid 
of  over- watering,  but  give  them  all  they  can  absorb;  after 
this,  set  them  aside  for  several  hours  before  planting.

Liquid  Fertilizers 

This  can  easily  be  prepared  by  placing  a sack  of  horse 
manure  in  a barrel  of  water,  stirring  it  occasionally  to  get 
the  fertilizing  elements  into  the  water.  Avoid  making  it 
too  strong.  Many  plants  are  more  often  injured  than  bene- 
fitted  with  fertilizer  too  strong.  So  do  not  use  this 
fertilizer  oftener  than  once  a week,  or  perhaps  once  a fort- 
night. Judiciously  used,  this  liquid  fertilizer  is  very  effec- 
tive, as  it  acts  quickly  and  is  not  injurious. 


We  carry  two  complete  cabinets  of  Flower  and  Vege- 
table seeds.  Make  your  selection  now  to  be  certain  of  an 
early  garden. 
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On ' account  of  the  severe  winter  we  have  had  this  year 
you  probably  lost  some  of  your  rose  plants.  Possibly 
you  are,  therefore,  considering  a re-arrangement  of  your 
rose  bed  or  adding  a new  bed,  for  no  garden  is  com- 
plete without  its  bed  of  roses  and  nothing  adds  so  much 
pleasure  to  a garden.  From  early  summer  until  late  frost 
you  are  assured  of  being  able  to  cut  flowers  for  the  table, 
friends  and  many  other  purposes.  The  proper  selection  of 
your  varieties,  however,  is  essential.  Any  advice  we  can 
give  you  will  be  cheerfully  given. 

When  planting,  be  certain  to  give  them  plenty  of  rich 
soil.  This  is  the  first  essential  to  assure  you  of  a plentiful 
supply  of  blooms.  Mix  considerable  manure  with  the  soil 
before  planting  them.  This  will  greatly  improve  the  rich- 
ness of  color  and  growth  of  the  plant  and  flowers.  Proper 
attention  should  also  be  given  to  drainage  as  this  is  very 
necessary  to  produce  a hardy  growth. 

“Prevention  is  better  than  cure."  Start  your  fight 
on  insects  early.  This  is  essential  and  especially  quoted  for 
roses.  Half  your  battle  consists  in  getting  a start  ahead 
of  the  insects.  Liberal  applications  of  soap  insecticide  or 
our  Black  Leaf  Forty  should  be  made  before  the  insects 
appear.  Apply  on  underside  of  leaves.  These  treatments 
are  given  the  roses  continually  in  our  greenhouses  which  as- 
sures you  of  receiving  the  plant  in  perfect  condition.

Our  Special  Calendula  Seed 

A flower  for  all  general  purposes  is  the  Calendula.  For 
this  reason  we  make  up  our  own  packets  of  this  seed.  They 
grow  very  easily  if  planted  in  a loose  warm  soil,  and  when 
once  planted  often  reseed  themselves.  The  blooms  vary  in 
color  from  a very  delicate  shade  of  yellow  to  a deep  orange, 
some  having  black  centers.  They  have  a profusion  of  flow- 
ers throughout  the  summer,  particularly  so  if  picked.  Many 
times  it  will  still  be  blooming  in  late  fall,  often  after  all 
the  other  garden  flowers  have  been  killed  by  frost.  Price 
of  this  seed  is  five  cents  per  package. 





Sex  in  Flowers  and  Plants 

The  Japanese  are  fond  of  applying  a distinction  of  sex 
to  inanimate  things.  They  distinguish  between  male  and 
female  stones  and  water-falls,  etc.,  and  this  same  distinc- 
tion is  carried  out  in  flowers.  All  flowers  and  grasses  in 
general  belong  to  the  in  or  female  sex — while  trees  belong 
to  the  yo  or  male  sex.  This  is  only  another  incident  show- 
ing the  extreme  interest  in  flowers  by  the  Japanese.
